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North To Alaska 


Glenn Skinner, WB7QBS, sent me the postcard repro- 
duced below in black and white. He indicated that he hoped to 
interest others in this premier DX location--vacation spot 
where he operated 6 and 2 meters during the Perseids meteor 
shower this past August, working 13 W7s and.1 VE7 on six 
meters and 6 W7s on two meters meteor scatter, all on SSB. 


Alaska and British Columbia are divided in the photo by 
the straight line running almost vertically: from the water up 
the foothills, pointing at Mt. Dolly. They operated from Mt. 
Welker which is not visible in the photo, but is just in back of 
Mt. Dolly. Hyder, Alaska and the Salmon River.are on the 


left. The pier extending from Hyder is aligned at 142° azimuth. 
At the head of the Salmon River is the Salmon River Glacier. 
Stewart B.C. and the Bear River are to the right of the border. 
Flowing from Stewart B.C. to the Pacific Ocean, 100 miles 
away is the Portland Canal. 


_ Hyder is about 1200 miles from Glenn’s QTH in Sunny- 
side, WA. It is the cheapest/fastest destination in Alaska by 
road from the lower 48. The ndge between Mt. Dolly and Mt 
Welker is very hikable, and from it one could operate in grids 


’ CO45 and CO46 in Alaska at ~5000’ or from CO45, 46, 55, & 


56 in B.C. at ~4500’. The road through Hyder goes N&NE 
such that one could get to a point where the 5000’ ridge top 
was only a 100 yard hike, but one would be in B.C., CO56. 


Getting to Mt. Welker and Alaska, however, would 
involve a 5 mile hike through bear country. Glenn (60, a 
Medical Doctor) and sons Robert (24, awaiting license) and Lt. 
Sam (30, Army Engineer) chose instead a helicopter ride, 
which was only $325 Canadian. 


Joke du Jour: DX Party in helicopter nearing Mt. Welker: 
Glenn: “This is so cool!” 

Robert: “First time in a helicopter--doctor?” 

Glenn: ““Yes, one this small.” 
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On the map reprinted above, follow the Portland 
Canal to Hyder & Stewart. 


The party subsisted on military MREs: Spaghetti & meat 
sauce, chicken a la king, oatmeal & peaches & cream, coffee, 
and hot chocolate. They had a dome tent for shelter. 


For six meters, they used a Yaesu FT690R with a Mirage 
A1015 150W amplifier, 2 el quad & 2X4 Quad Pod. For two 
meters they used an Icom IC-290A to an RFC 2-U7 170W 
amplifier and a 3 el quad & PVC Quad Pod. All this was 
powered by a 12V 100 A.H. battery.

Yes, there were nice bursts, and yes they 
were long and yes I (or ‘we’) made lots of 
contacts, but compared to last year it was 
a bit disappointing, IMHO.

SN Anyway, after weeks of silence on 50 
wy MHz, suddenly last Saturday (Aug 13) we 
~“ experienced severe Es just after the peak of 
the shower. Almost during the whole day, 50 MHz was open 
to Eastem Europe. And... surprisingly, at approx 1800Z, 

aurora was reported on 2 meters; no aurora on 50 MHz, 
however.”’ 


Ron, WZ1V (FN31), posted: ‘‘Ran 20 M/S schedules on 
2 meters August 12 & 13. Completed with 9. My best DX 
was WOPHD EN18, WA2VOI EN15, NOJPE EN13, all over 
1200 miles. Attempts with WSAL DM95 at 1571 mi. & 
WDSDOA EL39 at 1402 mi. failed to produce even a single 
ping. (as did all three of my wee hour skeds the 11th). Long 
haul work seemed to favor the Northwest heading this year for 
me. WA2VOI was S9+ for at least a dozen entire 15 second 
odd sequences on 144.200 while calling random CQs from 
1000-1300 UTC on the 12th. No other stations at a similar 
distance from the Southwest did the same. I operated practi- 
cally non-stop for 30 hours here starting 0330Z on the 12th 
and observed 0430-1800 most productive on the 12th, also 
0600-0800 and 1100-1500 UTC on the 13th. My opinion: an 
average to mediocre shower.” 


N5SRZ (DM81XW), near Midland, TX posted the follow- 
ing 2m observations; ‘‘This was great!!! I listened until about 
0630Z Aug 12, and didn’t hear any bursts. Discouraged, I 
went to bed, and overslept the alarm set for 1000Z. Getting to 
the radio at about 1145Z, I was to be pleasantly surprised at 
what the next four hours would bring. I began hearing strong 
bursts from K7CA (DN26) about 1200Z. At 1215Z, I worked 
AJ6T (CM87) for the first of 23 random QSOs that morning 
on 144 MHz. 


The peak for me was 1500-1600Z, when 14 QSOs were 
made. Two more QSOs were made Aug 13 at 1508 & 1547Z, 
both also random on 2 meters. 
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Between 1215Z-1600Z on Aug 12, I had to keep look- 
ing to make sure I wasn’t really on 20 meters!!! It was unbe- 
lievable to this VHF newcomer. .. . Final tally was 25 
stations, 21 grids, & 14 states. 


Dave, NR6E, posted: “I too, like NSRZ, had a great 
time! Maybe it’s because I’m relatively new to this (up until 
this year, I had only made three 2m MS QSOs) as I’ve seen 
others who didn’t things were so hot. I decided to go portable 
in the middle of Nevada from DNO0 to get away from local 
QRM, have clear skies for the visual show, and to give out a 
good grid I ended up having to work on Thursday, so with 
the seven hour drive I didn’t get set up and running until 
1050Z on the 12th. It sure was frustrating listening to the loud 
signals coming through on my mobile rig and whip as I set up 
the real antenna and rig! 


I worked 20 stations on meteors, as well as a number of 
tropo contacts to 500 miles or so. All contacts were on 2 
meters. Of the 20 scatter QSOs, 14 were on the 12th, and 6 
were on the 13th. Several people who worked me on the 12th 
said they were still hearing me loudly on the 13th, but I 
couldn’t scrounge up very many stations. 


Tim, NC7CK, was operating from DM19, but had to 
change QTHs due to thunderstorms, so he came up and visited 
me on the 13th, operating his gear on 50 and 432 MHz. 


Best DX I heard was KSYY on random (meteors 
{unscheduled}), but we didn’t work. I had some 1400-1500 
mile skeds that didn’t pan out. My best DX was either NOLL 
or NSRZ, both about 1100 miles. It seemed like every sked 
was completed quickly, with a nice long burn at the end. 


19 grids and 12 states/provinces worked on meteors. My 
QTH was in DNO0, just outside of Lovelock, NV. I was not 
on a mountaintop, but had a pretty good shot from NNE to due 
S. I had a great time, and plan on doing more of the same next 
year from a different grid in NV, possibly DN10 or DN20.”’

The 
call at the right is that of the observing (and usually reporting) 
station. Symbols, V=Video Carrier, I=Inband video side- 
bands, F=FM audio, B=beacon, C=CW, S=SSB, H=heard 
only, T=Television picture. Since reports from the Northern 
Hemisphere are very voluminous again this, we have divided 
the reports from the U.S.A. into call areas.

CHAGOS ARCHIPELAGO.: G4UPS writes that both Dale, 
VQ9QM (W4QM) and Pete, VQ9TP (N5TP) are active from 
Chagos, mostly in their evenings and their beam is usually kept in 
the direction of Europe whilst monitoring 50.110 MHz. QSL for 
both stations is via their home call signs. 


ZIMBABWE: Mal Geddes, ZB2JO, writes (8/14) that the only 
signal he has heard recently is the ZS6DN/B on 50.050. The 
221SIX beacon (in the shack) is still on 50.052, but to date has 
brought only reports from 9H. “When | look back in my six meter 
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logs for about two to three years, | had lots of U.S., G., European, 
etc. contacts. Now, in the northern part of the world everyone is 
active and getting contacts. Need a few of the new countries in 
Europe, but doubt if | will every get past my present score of 65 
countries worked on Six!! Have to wait until about 2001 A.D. for 
good conditions, but! will be 88 years of age then.” 


___ Editor--don’t you believe it! If any of you wait until the millen- 
nium, you will be missing out on the most interesting part of the 
next solar cycle, which is predicted to begin late next year or early 
the following year. Two years after that you should be able to work 
daytime F2 DX again. Then there’s always TEP, and you might be 
surprised by what a 20 dB improvement in your station could bring 
in the way of DX!

CW on December 26, 1992. The ARRL released a determination 
on August 29 of this year: “While reviewing the original documen- 
tation and photographs, DXCC staff noted some apparent discrep- 
ancies. DXCC staff then requested some additional information. 
After more than one year, additional information was received. 


During that year, the ongoing investigation into the paper- 
work and photographs suggested that the operation may have 
taken place from another location. Documentation in support of 
PSRS7 accreditation did not establish that operating permission 
had been granted by appropriate authorities, nor did it establish 
that the operation took place from the territory of North Korea. 


After reviewing all available information, there will be no 
DXCC credit for the P5RS7 operation, and the file has been 
closed. This determination is based upon Section |., 7) and 12) of 
the DXCC rules.”

Over the North Pole on 50 MHz? 
Abstracted from post by Jukka Tapio Sirvi, OH6DD 


No two way 50 MHz contact from North America to 
Europe with the great circle path exceeding 70°N has been 
made yet (East Coast - Europe doesn’t count). Nevertheless, 
there is evidence that the path exists at times. In 1992, Aug 29 
00Z, OHINYW (KP25GR) heard a beacon on 50.048 signing 
VE ... ARC, with QSB. The signal was very weak and the 
callsign was copied as VE7ARC. I had no NA-beacon list 
available at that time, but I learned later that VE6ARC (Alber- 
ta) was on this QRG. {Ed- Callbook lists this as Peace Coun- 
try ARC, Box 767, Grande Prairie, Alberta, T8V 3R5. Beacon 
is presently off the air.} I believe the distance is about 6300 
km. OHINYW had a 5 el yagi, and he reported QTF being 
*about* 300 deg (The great circle bearing is 330 deg). As 
knowing OHINYW for many years, I’m convinced this report 
was no joke. (I’m a little bit skeptical about the QTF though. I 
think he didn’t pay much attention to that and in weak condi- 
tions it may be very difficult to say at which direction the 
signal is peaking, especially with a broad antenna.) 


It would be most interesting to have 28/50 MHz high 
power beacons both in Northern Finland/Scandinavia and 
western Canada or Alaska (with directional antennas beaming 
over the pole). Anyone in NA ? Please consider this as a 
serious proposal from people who have built more than half a 
dozen beacons so far (including OH1SIX and OH9SIX).
